The jury sy stem is an integral 
part of the American sy stem of 
jurisprudence, and its success rests 
upon the ability of the courts to 
obtain q ualified jurors. There are 
understandable and logical ex cep­ 
tions to the general rule that all 
citizens must tak e their turn as 
veniremen. Such professional men 
as doctors, dentists and clergy men 
are ex cused, with good reason, 
from the obligation of jury service. 
Bui all too often dispensations are 
made in a wholesale m anner from 
citizens for our legal sy stem. Too 
often dismissal from jury service 
comes as a result of “pull” or pro­ 
testations o.f indispensability . 
On the other hand, there are 
many persons understandably re­ 
luctant to serve on juries because 
they lose several day ’s pay by 
serving. This reluctance is q uite 
understandable, but we think some 
thing is wrong if a company , even 
if it is not party to such an agree­ 
ment with its employ es, refuses 
i to compensate a man or woman 
for time lost in the courtroom.

The Citizens Abvisory Committe 
on education unanimously aproved 
the proposed $225,000 bond issue, 
which will be submitted to the 
Sikeston school district voters in 
a special election August 12, in a 
joint meeting with the board of 
education at the high school last 
night.

On Recommendations 
The proposal is based on recom­ 
mendations made by the commit­ 
tee here after a 
survey of the 
schools and a study of an opinion- 
naire sent to district school patrons. 
As explained at last night’s meet­ 
ing, about $125,000 w ill be used 
immediately to erect new build­ 
ings and make needed repairs on 
the existing buildings. 
The remainder of the issue w ill 
be held in reserve as a start on a 
new grade school building. 
School Need 
In earlier meetings of the ad­ 
visory committee and the school 
board, it 
has 
been 
repeatedly 
pointed 
out 
that 
school 
enroll­ 
ments are growing at such a rate 
here that it will be necessary to 
erect a new building within two 
years to ease the overcrowded con­ 
ditions of present schoolrooms. 
During the discussion on the 
proposal, it was pointed out that 
the new bond issue would require 
only 25 cent increase in the present 
school tax levy at the most and 
may be less than that amount. 
Present Levy 
The present 
levy is $2.40 per 
$100 property valuation. 
Included in the bond issue are 
improvements to practically every 
installation in the Sikeston school 
system. 
Largest single item is the ad­ 
dition of two classrooms, a gym- 
nasium-auditiorium, and a cafe­ 
teria at the Llhcoln school in Su n ­ 
set.

Okays School 
Bond Proposal 


$225,000 Issue 
Goes Before Voters 
August 12 


The Citizens Abvisory Committe 
on education unanimously aproved 
the proposed $225,000 bond issue, 
which w ill be submitted to the 
Sikeston school district voters in 
a special election August 12, in a 
joint meeting with the board of 
education at the high school last 
night. 
Approval came after L. M. (L o n ­ 
nie) 
Standley, 
president of the 
board, briefly explained the entire 
proposal to the group. 
On Recommendations 
The proposal is based on recom­ 
mendations made by the commit­ 
tee here after a 
survey of the 
schools and a study of an opinion- 
naire sent to district school patrons. 
As explained at last night’s meet­ 
ing, about $125,000 w ill be used 
im mediately to erect new build­ 
ings and make needed repairs on 
the existing buildings. 
The remainder of the issue w ill 
be held in reserve as a start on a 
new grade school building. 
School Need 
In earlier meetings of the ad­ 
visory committee and the school 
board, it 
has 
been 
repeatedly 
pointed 
out that school enroll­ 
ments are growing at such a rate 
here that it w ill be necessary to 
erect a new building within two 
years to ease the overcrowded con­ 
ditions of present schoolrooms. 
During the discussion on the 
proposal, it was pointed out that 
the new bond issue would require 
only 25 cent increase in the present 
school tax levy at the most and 
may be less than that amount. 
Present Levy 
The present 
levy is $2.40 per 
$100 property valuation. 
Included in the bond issue are 
improvements to practically every 
installation in the Sikeston school 
system. 
Largest single item is the ad­ 
dition of two classrooms, a gym- 
nasium-auditiorium, and a cafe­ 
teria at the Lincoln school in Su n ­ 
set. 
That was the first consideration 
on the issue since the survey made 
last spring 
revealed 
that 
the 
elem entary 
rooms 
were 
badly 
overcrowded. 
Overcrowded 
One first grade room had an en­ 
rollment of R2 pupils when the 
maximum for effective teaching 
is 20 to 30 
according to 
state 
standards. 
Another major item is a cafeteria 
to serve both the high school and 
Bailey grade school. 
Location of the cafeteria has not 
finally been decided but it w ill 
definitely be erected somewhere 
on the high school grounds.

About 150 years after the crush­ 
ing defeat of the Canaanitish army 
by the Israelites under the leader­ 
ship of Deborah, the Jewish people 
are in trouble again. They are 
again being 
oppressed 
by 
the 
heathen. This time the oppressors 
are the Midianites, who are assist­ 
ed by another heathen people, the 
Amalekites. 
While the oppressors were dif­ 
ferent to those from whom De­ 
borah delivered her people, the 
reason for the oppression was the 
same—rejecting the leadership of 
Jehovah and neglecting His w or­ 
ship. It’s an old truth that when a 
church member 
quits going to 
church, the Devil soon gets him. 
So terrible was the oppression 
by the Midianities that many of 
the Israelites hid themselves in 
caves; they harvested their crops 
and processed them at night. 
Engaged in threshing his fath­ 
er’s wheat in a hidden place at 
night was a young man who had 
not forgotten the true God of his 
fathers and who had refused to 
become contaminated by the wor­ 
ship of the false gods of his heath­ 
en neighbors. 
His name was Gideon and God 
sent His messengers to call him 
to deliver his people from their 
oppressors. 
Gideon’s Complaint 
Gideon was a good man. He was 
also a careful man, an inquiring 
man. He wanted to know a

things.

When shown the altar of Baal 
near his father’s house, Gideon 
then understood that it was not 
God’s fault, but rather the sins of 
his people that had caused the 
trouble.

When Gideon was told that he 
was to lead an army against the 
mighty ones of the Midianites, he

hesitate.

They 
composed an army small enough 
to meet the almost countless sol­ 
diers of the enemy. Acting under 


God’s direction, Gideon culled out 
the fearful ones.

thirds of his arm y —deserted him 
Gideon was COURAGEOUS. He 
wanted only courageous soldiers.

To reward Gideon for his vic­ 
torious leadership, the Israelites 
want to make him king, but Gid­ 
eon refuses the crown with these 
significant words, “I will not rule 
over you, neither shall my son 
rule over you; the Lord shall rule 
over you.” 
Thus Gideon adds to his OBEDI­
